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THE HONESTY ISSUE IN OKLAHOMA | 
As an evidence of good f*ith in the campaign Mr. Davis is | 
conducting in behalf of honesty and efficiency in government, the | 


Democratic party, in two Demociatic states, is making a campaign , 
for the vindication of two ex-Democratic governors impeached on} 
charges of malfeasance in office by Democratic legislatures. When | 
Mr. Davis goes into Oklahoma and Texas he will be able to tell 
why his party places no relignce on’ the verdict of a count of 
of impeachment and all ‘the reliance in the world in such _pro- 
ceedings as characterized the Wheeler Senate inquisition, inaugurat- 
ed because it was well known that nothing could be accomplished 
m a constitutional court of inquiry where rules of law and evidence 
had some standing. 


It is of course argued in behalf of these two governors that 
they were the victims of personal and political enmity. It can 
scarcely be claimed that there was an entire absenc of that ele-; 
mnt in t he proceedings of the Whecler committee. At least these 
two Democratic governors had the benefit of hearings in regularly 
constituted courts. In the case of the Democratic candidate for 
governor of Oklahoma the action of the court was unanimous, 
although the state which tried him was overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic. 


Governor Walton, of Oklahoma, was tried on 22 articles of im- 
peachment. He was charged with “willful neglect of duty, in- 
competence, corruption in office and of an offense involving moral 
turpitude committed by him while in said office.” 

Governor Walton was found guilty of having his private 
chauffeur put on the pay roll of the state department of health, 
with appointing friends to sinecures unauthorized by law, with 
issuing emergency certificates of debt when no such emergency ex- 
isted and in violation of law, with Spending money in his primary 
campaign in excess of the amount permitted by law and of making 
a perjured statement of expenses, with issuing pardons in the pay- 
ment of the price thereof to his friends, agents and special officers, 
and with collecting money from persons and corporations having 
business with the state for his own personal use. Thirty-one Demo- 
cratic and eight Republican senators found Governor Walton guilty 
on these charges, without a dissenting vote. 

Governor Walton offered no evidence at the trial to refute 
these charges. His sole answer was that the accusation was the 
work of enemies, particularly the Ku Klux Klan. Yct during the | 
earlier days of his official term Walton had joined the Klan by 
secret special dispensation; his campaign manager did the same, 
and his closest official intimates and many of his appointees were 
Klansmen.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—The tra- 
dition of armies making war instead 
Ol peoples has persisted down through 
time.

Out cf the tradition of war 
has sprung a complex that reconciles 
two kinds of patriotism. the patrioi- 
ism of him who quits his work to 
risk his iife in actual combat for 
small wages, and the patrietism of 
him who manufacturers munition to
